P EOPLE In east and central 
Scotland are becoming more 
familiar wuh report* of alleged to it* 
from the stare, with Tayside and Fife 
regularly "buned" by UFOs. One 
Dundee man oelieves thev could 
Herald tne eno of human civuisauon. 

Grahame WyUie. of Auchterhouse. 
says that the threat comes from a 
malevolent race, the Greys, intent on 
taking over Earth. He says this ts 
supported by the growing numbers 
of people who claim to nave been 
abducted. 

In response to this. Mr WyUie and 
some colleagues set up a helpline for 
ihese abductees. which is soon to go 
internationaL He savs the response 
has been tremendous - there have 
been more than 10 call* from this 
area in one week. 

The Greys are regularly abducting 
humans, claims Mr Wyllie. and 
conducting frightening experiments 
on them - provoking tear in their 
victims just to see how they reaa 
Abductees have their memories 
"blocked" so they cannot always 
remember their experiences on 
board the UFOs. 

Mr WyUie says this may also be so 
that they can act as “plant*” to speak 
out for the Grevi when they finally 
make their presence known. 
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What la the purpose of thk? Why 
don't they empty invade Earth? 

Graham# tart that a* a payd ti c 
channeiler he communicates wuh a 
friendly alien bv the name of Josef, 
who ts observing Earth from a soace- 
ship. and has warned Mr Wyllie of 
the Greys' plan. 

The Cirevs have become a popular 
image of aliens since the da vs of the 
Roswell Incident in the US in the 
1950s - four feet U1L almood-shaped 
eyes, tiny mouths and noses, no ears 
and grey, leathery skin. 

“One day the Greys 
will make themselves 
known to us” 

Mr WvBie believes tbev bail from a 
dying planet m the Zeta Reticuli star 
system in the Milkv Way ana have 
found Earth, and Earthlings, an 
attractive and inviting prospect. 

However, they cannot simply 
invade as that would affect human 
free will, the most important aspect 
of our speaes which, accenting to 
Josef, will one day make us the most 
developed beings tn the Universe. 

Instead, the aliens manipulate us 
Into inviting them to the planet 
before merging with us to make a 
human-alien hybrid. 




"If the Grey* were to succeed tn 
dominating oi*' wortd the remaining 
human population would always 
pose a threat to them, ao I think they 
would want to exterminate the race. 

"During the manv abductions, 
mental blocks are placed tn the mind 
to obscure the truth, and suitable 
candidates are being chosen who are 
malleable enough to m ai n tai n con¬ 
tact wuh them. 

"These individual are being pro¬ 
grammed to speak up for the Greys 
after they have landed to allow them 
to take control." 

Mr Wyllie also attempts to “heal" 
abductees and says be can protect 
them, with the help of JoeeL from 
further contact wuh Greys. 

According to Mr Wyllie he ha* 
gleaned from abductees that the 
Greys are already on course to 
openly come to Earth and he 
estimates this will be in three or four 
years from now.

The UFO investigator 

- •W-M fliw FIVE WOMF.N WERE reluming home from 
i ^liH j Southport alter a bingo game and. at two 

o’clock on Sundav morning, they saw a lit-up 
•7 thing that one of them later described to me as 

being like a lattice structure with blue and 

V ^ yellow stripes, as big as haystack. As they 

I passed it. this thing took off and came towards 

them: they almost wanted a change ol 
underwear. It followed them for a couple of miles, then they 
thought they'd lost it. but it came back again and followed 
them all the way to Shevington. before zooming up into the 
skv. I can tell you. the woman I interviewed was frightened. 

I haven't had a sighting of my own since 1968. so you can 
imagine my irritation after so many years when I heard that 
there were more sightings, not 200 yards from my bloody 
house. It was 6.30am and a housewife saw two silver discs 
floating 30ft above a green patch of land. She described them 
to me herself. And I discovered they were witnessed by five 
neighbours in Tintern Avenue. One woman was stirred awake by 
the glare outside. This tiling was giving off red streaks ol light. 

The discs were silvery, said the housewife in Mather Avenue. 
One disc was on top of the other, but just a bit to one side. She 
described them as having a window. But the other people in 
Tintern Avenue apparently saw several windows, giving olf 
reddish sparks. I always ask for precise information lor my tiles 
-1 ask witnesses what they saw. and then I get them to draw n. 
This woman was confused, I tell you. 

Mv interest in astronomy began at nine years old. when 
I saw a close-up photograph of the moon in an encyclopedia 
at my auntie’s. Then in 1947.1 read about the Kenneth Arnold 
sighting, which set off the UFO thing. 

When you go to interview a lot ol witnesses, it turns out 
they're mistaking natural phenomena. For example, one 
woman described lights moving across the skv. hut actually 
what she'd seen were the stars: she didn t know the earth 
revolved. But then I had my own sighting, a mothership in 
a clear blue sky in broad daylight in 1969.1 was so enthralled. 

I didn't even call to my wife. My second experience was tar 
more incredible. We were driving home after playing bridge 
in south Manchester in 1968 and saw this piercing white 
light hovering 20ft above the Manchester to Rury electric 
line. It didn't move for a while, then it suddenly swerved oft 
and went over the house tops and we lost sight. We used 
Victoria Lane on the right to cut back and sure enough there 
it was waiting for us. It travelled on top ol us for a while, then, 
my God. look off like a bat out of hell. It was only about the 

size of a football. . . 

But these two new ones, early morning just down the road. 
I'd estimate were 12ft in diameter. The eyewitness described 
them as about the size of a small dining room'. She II be trying 
to put it to the back of her mind now. but it'll always be there.

What did ‘Do’s’ followers believe? A bit of everything, 
from the Gospels to science fiction to Eastern mysticism. 
Inside their twisted theology. By Kenneth L. Woodward 


I give vou my solemn word, in the new age 
when the Son of Man takes his seat upon a 
throne befitting his glory, you who have followed 
meshall likewise take your places.... Everyone 
who has given up home, brothers or sisters, fa¬ 
ther or mother, wife or children or property for 
my sake will... inherit life everlasting. 


T HE WORDS ARE FROM JESUS. BUT 
they were also gospel to Mar¬ 
shall Applewhite, alias ''Do." 
His promise: new. more beauti¬ 
ful bodies and a "boarding pass” 
to a "Kingdom of Heaven" 
among the stars and planets. 
Do's own vision, pieced together from vari¬ 
ous speeches and writings, was an odd mix¬ 
ture of Biblical apocalyptic, New Age mys¬ 
ticism and science fiction. To those with 
eyes to see and ears to hear, there were ele¬ 
ments of Eastern religions, black Islam. 


Mormonism and Scientology. Bv all ac¬ 
counts. Do’s gospel evolved and changed 
over the years from a 1970s-stvle UFO cult 
into full-blown sacred narrative. It was. in 
the end. a witches' brew: a recipe for collec¬ 
tive death. But for all that. Do was very 
much in the American grain: a would-be 
prophet melding bits of this tradition and 
that into a desperate and eccentric faith 
aimed at saving a tiny, mareinalized cult 
from impending world disaster, 
j Millennial fever? End-of-the-age angst? 

| No doubt Do's students believed him when 
I he said comet Hale-Bopp was the "marker 
I thev'd been waiting for, the sign that a 
I spaceship of extraterrestrials would arrive 
! to take their souls (minus their bodies) to the 
I next level of existence. The millenniahsm 
I Do imbibed was from the early 1970s. when 
l every political, social and cultural upheaval 
i was cast in apocalyptic shades of black and 


white. On the one hand, there were the early 
New Agers. proclaiming in song, dance and 
swirls of pot smoke that the "Age of Aquar¬ 
ius' was dawning. On the other, there were 
millennial pessimists, cults like The Chil¬ 
dren of God. who preached that the end of 
the world was approaching and took to the 
hills to await the Second Coming of Christ. 

A youthful Pat Robertson saw signs of the 
Biblical War of Armageddon in the Middle 
East and Hal Lindsey wrote "The Late 
Great Planet Earth.” a pseudo-Biblical 
doomsday book that became by far the 
I biggest best seller of the decade. 

The '70s were also rife with films and re¬ 
ports of UFO sightings and visitations from 
outer space. In 1970. Applewhite was dis-

“enemies of Allah.”

Before Rancho Santa Fe. it 
was easy to dismiss such apoc¬ 
alyptic theories as the harm¬ 
less fantasy of Internet lu¬ 
natics with too much time on 
their hands. Now it’s not so 
funnv, Hale-Bopp mav be a 
rare celestial show to enjoy, 
but this Great Comet is also a 
reminder of how dangerous 
the human imagination can be. 

Comets have fascinated the 
Earthbound since the earliest 


of civilizations. Before science 
and with the night sky as one 
of the few constants in every¬ 
day life, comets meant a cos¬ 
mic “uh-oh.” “Disaster" is a 
rough translation of the Latin 
for “bad star.” How else to ex¬ 
plain the mysterious appear¬ 
ance of these brilliant streaks 
of fight? Volcanoes and floods, 
the death of Charlemagne— 
comets portended doom. 

' Comet pills” still did a brisk 
business in 1910 upon the re¬ 
turn of Halley's. 

The Higher Source cult 
tapped into just this vein. It 
was apparently Hale-Bopp 


that gave it the pretext to seek 
“the Next Level" and an astral 
trip to eternity. Cult members 
earned a living designing 
pages on the World Wide 
Web. and it was there they 
likely first learned about a 
UFO supposedly en route to 
Earth. Last November a New 
Age gadfly. Chuck Shramek, 
claimed he had photographed 
a “Satum-like obiect” (SLO) 
behind Hale-Bopp. Shramek 
went on a late-night radio 
show with his revelation, 
leading others to say the SLO 
was a huge alien mothership. 

The thing turned out to be 


the "12th Planet the "true 
messenger of death" a few 
years from now. Then there’s 
the notion that Hale-Bopp is 
the first horseman of the apoc¬ 
alypse. since it will pass over 
the constellation Pegasus. 
Whether comets have predic¬ 
tive powers or not. their mag¬ 
ic has always been their pow¬ 
er to transcend time. We see 
what our ancestors saw and 
our grandchildren s grand¬ 
children util see a long tome 
from now. But so. too. comets 
show that superstitions con¬ 
nect the generations.

Files may have coined the 
phrase: The truth is out 
there' but it aptly describes 
what motivates UFO inves¬ 
tigator Stuart McLaren. 

Stuart. 25. is so intrieued by 
glimpses of unidentified living 
objects that he is offering to 
research sightings in the 
Portsmouth area. 

His fascination for the un¬ 
explained springs Irom an un- 
forgettable chtldhood 
experience.

However. Mr Graham Bird- 
sail. editor of UFO Maganne 
and an acuve researcher lor 30 
years, distanced ufologists 
from all paranormal and other 
unexplained phenomena ax- 
cept animal mutilations, a 
subject on which a later speak¬ 
er waa to elaborate. 

Mr Blrdsall admitted that 
only about 5% of all observe- 
tlona remained unexplained 
after any length of time. He 
revealed that the year with the
